A BISHOP ON TRADE UNIONISM 


At Brisbane, Queensland, Austria, in a speech before churehmen, 
Bishop Long of Bathurst, New South Wales, said: ‘‘If it had ‘not been 
for unionism, nothing would have saved the workingman. ‘The lat- 
ter has only his labor to sell, and the only way to protect himself 
was by uniting. There is nothing in the simple annals of the poor 
to compare with the daring sacrifices of the splendidly heroic lead- 
ers of British trade unionism. The early apostles’ of trade unionism 
were scoffed at. They were told that the laws of politi¢al économy 
were against them, but they replied they would be against political 
economy. The logic was on the side of the man who was laughed at. 
After years of being illegal, as it was supposed tobe, in restraint of 
trade, and after suffering its leaders to be imprisoned and enduring 
obloquy, trade unionism has asserted itself, and the present genera- 
dion has come into the first fruits of victory.’’ 


EXTEND EIGHT-HOUR RULE 


Acting Secretary of the Navy Franklin D. Roosevelt has sustain- 
ed the position of the A. F. of L. metal trades department’ that the 
Federal eight-hour law should apply to torpedo-boat engines manu- 
factured by sub-contractors. 

The law gives heads of Government departments power to buy 
supplies in the open market regardless of the hours employed in the 
manufacture of these supplies. The unionists have held that tor- 
pedo-boat engines are. built under special sae arose nee Sin ‘are not 
3 commodity, as generally understood. 

Acting Secretary Roosevelt has sustained this position and has 
written the following letter to Secretary Berres of the metal trades 
department: 

‘“‘Referring to your inquiry of the 19th instant concerning the dep- 
attmens’s deaision on the question as to whether the construction by 
the New London Ship and “ngine Company, as sub-contractors of the 
Hlectric Boat Company of the engines for submarine boats for the 
navy is to be regarded as eight-hour work, I have to advise you that 
on the 19th instant the department addressed té the Electric Boat 
Company a letter, saying. 

‘* ‘Heretofore the department, following opinions of a preceding 
Attorney-General, has held that the engines for submarines under 
construction by your sub-contractor, the New London Ship and En- 
gine Company, were excepted from the eight-hour rule by the. sec- 
ond section of the act, as being materials or articles that may usually 
be purchased in the open market and not of a kind customarily man- 
ufactured by the Govérnment, but the view of the Attorney-General 
set forth in said opinion makes it plain, as you will see upon per- 
nts usal thereof, that the engines of submarines fall within the eight- 
hour restriction, and not within the exception therefrom of the sec- 
ond section of the act.
